Mr.  Fcastcr,  a  graduate  of  Northeastern  University  and  Northeast- 
ern University  School  of  Law  is  the  Administrator  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority.  As  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  this  900 
employee,  $  150  million  budget,  15,000  unit  public  housing  author- 
ity, he  is  charged  with  its  day  to  day  administration.  Mr.  Feaster 
previously  served  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Community 
Banking  Council;  as  host  of  a  talk  show  on  WRKO  radio;  as  Acting 
Director  of  Real  Estate  forthe  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority;  as 
Assistant  Secretary  and  General  Counsel  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Executive  Office  for  Administration  and  Finance;  as 
an  Associate  Counsel  with  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of 
America;  and  as  an  Attorney  with  the  National  Labor  Relations 
Board's  Regional  Office. 

I  lis  community  and  civic  activities  have  been  numerous  and  varied.

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Academic  Regalia 

The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  of  the  academic  procession  dale  back 
to  the  Middle  Ages,  when  they  were  common  dress  for  scholars. 
Monks  and  students  wore  them  to  keep  warm  in  the  damp  and 
drafly  12lh  century  European  castles  and  halls  of  learning. 

The  bachelor's  gown  has  a  pleated  front  and  long,  pointed  sleeves. 
The  master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open,  is  distinguishable  by 
its  long  square  sleeves.  The  doctor's  gown  is  trimmed  with  velvet 
panels  and  has  three  velvet  bars  on  the  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

The  hood  provides  the  color,  contrast  and  symbolism  of  the 
procession.  Certain  colors  became  associated  with  particular  areas 
of  knowledge.  For  example,  the  hood  border  worn  by  a  doctor  of 
theology  was  red,  a  color  associated  with  the  Catholic  church;  a 
medical  doctor  wears  a  green  border,  after  the  healing  powers  of 
medicinal  herbs. 

In  I'^uropc,  a  uniform  color  system  never  developed.  However  in 
the  United  States,  an  intercollegiate  committee  meeting  in  1895 
decided  upon  uniform  color  standards,  assigning  a  specific  color 
to  each  field  of  study.
